Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-14 and 35-56, drawn to a method for collecting and evaluating 
sleep quality data, classified in class 434, subclass 262. 

II. Claims 15-34, drawn to a method for assessing sleep quality, classified in 
class 340, subclass 575. 

III. Claims 57-71 and 80-96, drawn to a medical device, classified in class 
600, subclass 301. 

IV. Claims 72-79, drawn to a sleep quality evaluation device, classified in 
'class 700, subclass 90. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
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particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it can evaluate sleep quality 
without using a formula or metric. The subcombination has separate utility such as 
determining sleep quality metrics without using an implant 

Inventions I and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed can be practiced by hand. 

Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP §
